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Applicant states that the element 24 is a frame, not a plate and that the vents 54 are not defined in the frame. 
However, element 24 may be considered a plate as it defines the plate and includes vents 54 in its center region. i 
This assembly may be considered a plate. It is noted that the claim states that the base plate has a plurality of 
polygonal vents defined therein. Therefore, the vents are included in the base plate and the base plate is not just the 
exterior frame portion. Because the vents are formed in or by a corrugated sheet of foil that is supported by the 
frame, Applicant states that the vents are not defined by the frame. However, it is impermissible to use only this 
narrow interpretation. Because the vents are supported by the frame and the plurality of vents are provided in and 
supported by the frame, it may be fairly considered that the frame defines a plurality of vents therein. Therefore, the 
examiner does not agree that the only element defined in the frame is the single opening that has a periphery 36b as 
noted by Applicant. Regarding claim 3, Applicant states that the invention has a one piece structure while Mitchell 
shows a two piece structure. It is noted that this is not required by the claims. Regarding claim 12, the rejection has 
been withdrawn. Regarding daim 13, the issue of the polygonal vents defined in the array has already been 
addressed. Further regarding claim 13, it has been held that the term "integral" is sufficiently broad to embrace 
constructions united by such means as fastening and welding. In re Hotte, 177 USPQ 326, 328 (CCPA 1973) 
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
